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DRAINAGE  AND  SEWERAGE 

I  he  sewering  of  The  Village  of  Longnor,  work  having  com¬ 
menced  in  October  1963,  was  completed  early  in  the  year.  The 
Village  was  previously  drained  by  means  of  an  antequated  system 
of  stone  culverts  with  direct  discharge  to  the  River.  In  carrying 
out  the  contract,  any  foul  drainage  connected  to  the  old  system 
was  coupled  to  the  new  and  the  old  connections  were  left  to  allow 
for  a  separate  system  of  surface  water  drainage. 

The  advent  of  this  new  system  has  been  long  awaited  and 
it  is  hoped  that  it  will  provide  encouragement  to  property  owners 
to  provide  modern  facilities  in  their  houses  which  they  have, 
perforce,  been  previously  denied. 

In  the  early  part  of  the  year  a  sewer  extension  of  some 
340  yards  was  laid  to  serve  16  properties  at  Ball-lane,  Brown 
Edge,  which  properties  drained  to  individual  inefficient  septic 
tanks,  and  gave  rise  to  a  serious  public  health  nuisance  on 
adjoining  land.  The  properties  were  since  transferred  to  the 
City  of  Stoke-on-Trent. 


CONVERSIONS  OF  PAILS  TO  WATER  CLOSETS 

As  an  incentive  to  encourage  property  owners  to  convert 
pail  closets  to  W.C.’s,  the  Council  continued  its  policy  of  making 
contributions  of  up  to  half  the  cost  (maximum  contribution  £20) 
of  the  work  involved.  During  the  year  18  applications  were 
approved,  the  Council's  contribution  for  these  being  £359/10/-. 

In  addition  to  these,  42  W.C.’s  were  installed  in  conjunction 
with  Improvement  Grant  work. 


PUBLIC  CLEANSING 

Refuse  and  nightsoil  is  collected  in  every  parish  in  the  district 
by  direct  labour.  With  the  boundary  changes  which  came  into 
effect  on  1st  April,  1965  the  collection  rounds  were  revised  and 
consideration  was  given  to  the  purchase  of  a  “Continuous  Loading” 
Vehicle  to  replace  two  side-loading  vehicles  to  operate  in  the 
“built-up”  area.  Towards  the  end  of  the  year  an  order  was  placed 
for  a  50  cu.yard  “Crushload”  Vehicle,  delivery  of  which  was 
expected  in  mid  1966. 

Tipping  at  the  new  site  at  Houghwood  Bottom  Farm, 
Stockton  Brook  commenced  in  the  last  week  of  the  year,  the 
preparatory  work  of  the  formation  of  an  access  road  and 
fencing  having  been  completed  just  prior  to  the  Christmas  holiday. 

It  is  anticipated  that  this  tip,  which  is  very  conveniently 
situated  to  serve  the  “built-up”  area  will  have  a  life  of  several 
years. 

During  the  year,  in  order  to  reduce  the  number  of  village 
tips  which  are  a  source  of  worry  due  to  the  increasing  amount  of 
unauthorised  tipping  which  is  taking  place,  three  of  these  were 
discontinued  and  arrangements  made  for  them  to  be  cleared  up, 
covered  over  and  fenced  off  where  necessary.  These  are  at  Bareleg 
Hill,  Rudyard  and  Wetton.  The  remaining  Village  tips  at  Alstone- 
field,  Gun  End,  Morridge  Top  (Onecote)  and  Warslow  Moor  were 
levelled  over  from  time  lo  time  and  appropriate  treatments  against 
vermin  were  carried  out.
